in a wonderful manner. But while all 
the honor is due to Qod the Lutherans 
ought not forget Prof. Dr. Walther, the 
man who had been the wise and ener- 
getic counsellor and guiding spirit of their 
great community; the man who had been 
present at all their conventions for forty 
years and did more for the cause of bis 
church than perhaps any other living 
man. 
But this time he cannot be pres- 
ent on account of ill health and there is 
scarcely any hopes of his recovery.

NOT a few people have wondered how 
Dr. Junker, who has just returned to 
civilization from Central Africa, suc- 
ceeded in passing safely through the 
hostOe tribes in the lake region.

then an Arab trading caravan was 
started for the coast, but t h e Arabs 
w e r e afraid to appear to befriend, as 
they could not afford to incur the ill- 
will of the native kings. In this emer- 
gency the novel idea occurred to Dr. 
Junker to sell himself as a slave to one 
of the Arab traders. A bargain was 
•tmck and he ostensibly became the 
property of the trader. The contract 
stipulated that the Arab, for the sum 
of 1,500 Austrian dollars, was to deliver 
the traveler alive at Zanzibar, where, 
npon the presentation of the contract, 
the money would be paid to him by a 
fiirm doing business there. It happened 
that Dr. Jnnker had with h i m an order 
written in Arabic by this firm, author- 
izing him to make any desirable ar- 
rangement with the Arab traders of 
Central Africa. So Dr. Junker set out 
with his Arab caravan, which t o o k him 
straight into the chief t o w n of M'wanga, 
the cruel despot of Uganda.

trader r e p r e s e n t e d that .Tunker was n o t 
h i s friend o r traveling companion, but 
h i s slave w h o m h e h a d b o u g h t of a ne- 
gro tribe further north.

A mcxirr dispstoh from New Otlmm 
mjn: *A telegram from Princeton, N. 
J., annonnces the death there of Paul 
Tnlane, to whom Xew Orleans is in- 
debted for the Tnlane University. Mr. 
Tulane was a native of Princeton, W. 
J., where he was bom in 1800. He 
came to New Orleans in 1818, arriving 
here on horseback, and establishing 
himself in business in a general mer- 
chandise store. As early as 1828 he 
had acquired a fortune, and he con- 
tinued in business until 1870, when he 
withdrew and returned to his birth- 
place, where he spent the remaining 
days of his life. During his residence 
here Mr. Tulane contributed liberally 
to all the charities, and particularly to 
the Orphan Asylum. 
Among those 
that received special aid from his hands 
were t h e Tjittle S i s t e r s of t h e Poor. I n 
1882 Mr. T n l a n e annoiinced h i s great 
a i m in life t o b e t h e e s t a b l i s h m e n t of a 
university here. 
H e donated 
>=200,000 
f o r t h i s purpose, w h i c h h e followed n p 
with another 
donation, 
m a k i n g t h o 
total $1,500,000. The State of I.ou- 
isiana accepted the gift by special act 
of the Legislature, exempted it from 
taxation, and changed the name of the 
University of Louisiana to Tulane Uni- 
versity. Mr. Tulane also made an am- 
ple provision for a normal training 
achooL Some 1,200 youths are here 
taking advantage of the college and 
ichool he founded.

Among the games enacted at some of 
the Saxon peasant weddings there is one 
which deserves to be mentioned, afford- 
ing as it does a carious proof of the ten- 
acity of old pagan rites and customs, 
transmitted by verbal tradition from one 
generation to the other. 
This is the Ros- 
sel Tanz, or dance of the horses, evidently 
founded on an ancient Scandinavian le- 
gend to be found in Snorri's ' 'Edda.'' 
In 
this tale the gods Thor and Loki came to 
a peasant's house in a cai-riage drawn by 
two goats or rams, and asked for a night's 
lodging-. 
Thor killed the two rams, and 
with the iieasant and his family consumed 
their flesh for supper. 
The bones were 
then ordered to be thrown in a heap on 
to the hides of the animals; but one of the 
peasant's sous had in eating broken open 
a bone in order to get at the marrow 
within, and next mormng when the god 
conounanded the goats to get up, one of 
them limijed on the hind leg, b^ause of 
the broken bone. 


At first Thor was in a great rage, and 
threatened to destroy the whole family, 
but finally allowed himself to be pacified, 
and accepted the two sons as hostiiges. 
In the i^easant drama we have now be- 
fore us the gods Thor and Loki are re 
placed by a colonel and a lieutenant col- 
onel, and instf>ad of two goats there are 
two horses and one goat; also the two 
soTis of the 1 »easants are here designated 
as Wallacliians. Evorytiiing is, of course, 
much distorted and changed, but still all 
the principal features of the drama, 
which space forbids me here to enlarge 
upon, are clearly recognizable. 
The kill- 
ing of the goat and its subsequent resur- 
rection. the i itge of the colonel, and the 
transferm<-nt of the two Wallachians into 
his service Ijeing all parts of the perform- 
ance.—^Bla/ckwood'a Magazine.

in the fork of a tree to dry. 
A native 
chancing to pass the spot somewhat later, 
seeing th(^ heart and believing it to be 
that of a swine, ate it, and was horrified 
up<^n discovering the truth of the matter, 
Subsequeiitiy he was made a great chief, 
and was ever ai^terward pointed to as the 
mau who ate Capt. 
Cook's heart.—

By dint of fre<iuent repetition, 
the 
statement that two kinds of paper, dis- 
tinguished as cotton paper and linen, or, 
as it 
often called, rag pajiei". were in 
common use in Europe from a very early 
period has gradually come to be gener- 
ally accepted as true by paljpographers 
and antiquarians. 
Upon equally good 
autliijrity it ia commonly believed that, 
while cotton paper was introduced into 
Europe by t'ic Arabs in tlio Seventh or 
Eighth ceutmy, linen (or rag) pai)er was 
a Europeii!! invention of muf.-h later date. 
But the time and ])laee of tlie invention 
of linen i)aper, notwitlistanding the long 
and learned controversies of the last cent- 
ury, have remained shrouded in mys- 
tery; nor does there seem to be any im- 
mediate prw[)ect of arriving at a definite 
conclusion concernijig these points. 
In 
tSie light of recent discoveries, however, 
the. main question at issue, the compara- 
tive antiquity of cotton and linen paper, 
iH in a fair way soon to lie solved, if in- 
deed we have not alreaily before us evi- 
dence anjply sufij<'ient to enable us to 
reach a final He<-ision, and a de<Msion in 
direct opiK>sition to tlie current belief.— 
Chicago Times.
